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Commissioners’ Report 





To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


Your Commissioners herewith present their re- 
port together with the reports of the Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Clerk of the Court, Jailor, and Treasurer and the Audi- 
tors and Superintendent, Physician and Chaplain of 
the County Farm for the year ending December 31st, 
1923, and a statement of the financial standing of the 
County at the close of the year. 

Although the expenses in all departments have 
been heavy we have a little more than broken even, 
increasing the surplus about $370. 

The increased cost of supporting paupers off the 
farm, as shown by the report, is partly attributable 
to the fact that, through no fault of the Commission- _ 
ers, the town of Haverhill pauper bills for 1922 were 
not paid until 1923, making two payments in one year. 
We have had an unusual number of hospital cases and 
a large number of families who were deserted by the 
husband and father, for county support, besides the 
ordinary paupers. 

The expense of keeping children in homes is in- 
creasing every year, being over $1,000, more this year 
than last. 

At the County Farm the expense has been more 
than last year. The average number of inmates has 
been eight more than last year, which amounts to 
about $2,400. 

A carload of shingles, costing about $800, has 
been bought and laid during the year. 

A cement coal pocket has been built at the railroad 
siding where coal may be unloaded from the cars. 


The water used at the farm nas formerly been 
[3] : 
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supplied, partly from springs on the hill, and partly 
by pumping from a well near the river, both supplies 
going into a reservoir on the hill and drawn from there. 

Owing to a change in the course of the river 
during the past few years, the supply from the well 
has become very small when the river is low, and dur- 
ing the drought of the past summer, with the springs 
very low, the situation became critical and it was 
necessary to find another source of supply. After 
much consideration it was thought best to drive a well 
on the hill above the reservoir and after drilling 
201 feet we struck a good vein of water and are now 
getting 60 gallons per minute by gravity into the 
reservoir. This cost the County about $2,000, but its 
value cannot be estimated in dollars, for apparently 
we now have an abundant supply of pure water for 
all purposes, including fire protection, which is not 
realized so much as until it is cut off as it was last 
summer, without the constant expense of pumping 
the long distance from the river to the reservoir. 

The farm is carrying over 100 head of cattle and 
has received $1,052.18 for hay, $2,144.90 for stock sold, 
$3,111.66 for milk and cream and has killed and used 
18 beef, 23 hogs and 18 calves to the value of $1,800.00 
during the year.

Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1903 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1 Any town or.county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding 
his death shall be entitled to recover from the estate 
ot such persons the sum or sums paid out for such 





assistance the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, 
expense of last sickness and expenses of administra- 
tion, provided he leaves no widow or minor children 
living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the 
support of any person unless he, or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at the age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a poll tax, if he still resides in 
said town.”

sistance to persons in quarantine’. 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in such manner 


as in the judgement of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be 
deemed a legimate expenditure for the protection 
of the public health and shall be charged to the ac- 
count of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent 
pauper account, nor shall such expenditure be con- 
strued to mean a public aid to the person or persons 
so quarantined and assisted unless such person or 
versons are already paupers as defined by the Public 
Statutes. ;

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 





To the Commissioners of Grafton County 
Gentlemen: ? 


During the past year there has been admitted to 
the hospital an unusually large number of patients in 
the last stages of incurable disease. In every in- 
stance everything possible has been done for them. 

Under the state law all cases of veneral disease 
are subject to quarantine. Those wh oare considered 
to be a menace in their various communities are sent 
to the various county hospitals under strict quarantine 
because there is no other place for them. All of these 
here, are receiving appropriate treatment. Many have 
been cured and discharged, but none have been allowed 
to go until repeated examinations by the State Labora- 
tory have failed to show any trace of disease. 

In the hospital there are private rooms and also 
a ward which has four beds. It is well equipped with 
bath rooms, a serving room and a large well-furnished 
sun parlor where convalesing patients may spend a 
part of each day. A veranda with southern exposure, 
protected from the wind, is available for all those 
who are able to enjoy it. 

Mrs. Day, the head nurse, has been a wonderful 
help both to the management and myself. 

Superintendent and Mrs. Parker have shown per- 
sonal interest in each individual patient and their 
wonderful work is to be commended. 

I have particularly noticed the friendliness that 
has been obtained between all the inmates of the In- 
stitution. Petty strife so common in similar institutions 


has been entirely absent here. I attribute this to the

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kindly supervision of the management and also to the 
benificent influence of our chaplain, Rev. Dick Burns, 
who is often to be seen visiting the patients in the 
hospital and also the inmates of the Almshouse. 

The hygiene of the Institution has at all times 
been excellent. Good food, ventilation, warm clothing 
and comfortable beds have been provided for every 
individual. 

All persons connected with the Institution have 
worked harmoniously together. 

I thank you, gentlemen, for your continued sup- 
port and helpful advice.

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 





To the Honorabe Board of Commissioners for the 
County of Grafton: 


I herewith submit my initial report as Solicitor 
for Grafton County. This report covers from the first 
day of April, when I took the oath of office, to the end 
of the fiscal year, December 31,. 


One of the surprises that awaited me upon tak- 
ing over the office of Solicitor was the indulgence and 
cooperation that the Solicitor received from the Sheriff 
and all of his deputies, and in fact, all of the officials 
connected with the enforcement of the laws. The 
assistance that I have received from those with whom 
I have come into personal contact has been of im- 
measurable value, not only to the Solicitor in his duties 
but to the County. 

It can never be anticipated that all of the voters 
in Grafton County are pleased with all acts of a pub- 
lic official. President Lincoln might as well have said, 
“You cannot please all the people all the time,” and 
this is doubly true in the case of a public prosecutor. 
It has been my endeavor to use horse sense in regard 
to investigations and prosecutions, and I have also 
tried to keep in mind the well worn but yet well wear- 
ing expression, “Justice tempered with Mercy.” 

The enforcement of the prohibition law, which at 
all times has been carried on with the cooperation of 
the state and Federal forces, has received some at- 
tention. The work along this line has been considered 


successful.

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It was noticed that there was a general belief 
that a small case would die a natural death upon tak- 
ing an appeal from the finding of the Municipal Court 
Justice. The Solicitor has endeavored to correct that 
erroneous assumption, and has arranged for the for- 
feiture of bail in several cases, making an earnest 
attempt to keep the docket clear of small appeal cases. 


A list of the cases, attached to and made a part 
of this report, includes only those that were disposed 
of in the Superior Court. Investigations and disposi- 
tions of Municipal Court matters, together with all 
records of the Solicitor’s office, are now being kept as 
a public record.

An excellent dinner was served at noon for the 

members present and County Commissioners, Turner 
and Brown. 


After dinner the members adjourned to the chapel 
where the meeting was called to order by chairman, 
Don Bridgman. The roll call showed twenty-five mem- 
bers present as follows: Hardy of Ashland, Southard 
of Bath, Pulsifer of Campton, Webster of Canaan, Ash- 
ley of Dorchester, Hill of Enfield, Rudd of Franconia,

River comes before the appropriation committee of the 
House this session the chairman shall appoint a com- 
mittee from the delegation to appear before that com- 
mittee in favor of the Resolution. The motion was 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Harry Townsend of Lebanon spoke for the Farm 
Bureau of Grafton County. He explained the work 
being done and asked for an appropriation from the 
County of eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) for each 
of the years 1923 and 1924. He explained that this 
budget had included two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) 
for each year to provide a boys and girls club worker 
for the County and emphasized the need of such a 
worker . 

Ross Wilson the County Agent spoke at length on 
what the Farm Bureau attempted to do in the County 
and explained the budget in detail. Miss Cox, the 
Home Demonstration Agent, gave a brief summary of 
her work and emphasized the need of a boys and girls 
club worker in the County. Mr. Smith of Monroe spoke 
ef the great work the Farm Bureau was doing through 
out the County. Mr. Robinson of the State College, 
spoke briefly of he educational values of the Farm 
Bureau to agricultufe in the County. After a general 


discussion by several others who were present it was 
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moved by Mr. Stevens of Landaff and seconded by Mr. 
Davison that the County appropriate eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000.00 for each of the years 1923 and 1924

Concord, N. H., March 7, 1923 


A meeting of the Grafton County Delegation was 
held today at 2:00 P. M., in Division 5 with twenty 
three members present. Don S Bridgman, chairman 
of the Delegation presided. Fred Jones of Lebanon 
appeared before the Delegation in behalf of an appro- 
priation from the County to assist the town of Leba- 
non in providing a new court room at Lebanon to re- 
place the one recently destroyed by the Town hall fire. 
$25,000.00 was asked for. Commissioner Brown ex- 
plained the situation with respect to the former court 
room and that the County had appropriated for its 
equipment. He suggested that if an appropriation was 
made at this time it should be conditioned as the form- 
er appropriation had been. There were remarks in 
favor of an appropriation by Davison of Haverhill, 
Waterman of Lebanon, Ross of Lebanon, Harris of 
Orford and others. Upon motion of Davison of Haver- 
hill, seconded by Staniey of Lincoln the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 

“Resolved, That for the purpose of providing ac- 
commodations for the Superior Court holden at Leb- 
anon, in the County of Grafton, said County hereby 
appropriates $20,000 to be raised in sums of $4,000 
each year for five years, beginning with the year 1923 
and that the same be paid to the town of Lebanon as 
raised by said County upon the order of the County 
Commissioners, provided said town of Lebanon shall 
build an furnish suitable rooms and equipment in the 
town hall building, so called, which is to be erected in 
said Lebanon and furnish them to said County for 


Court and County purposes as long as terms of Super- 
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ior Court are held in said Lebanon and provided fur- 
ther, that said town shall properly heat and light said 
court rooms free of charge to said county, said rooms 
to be finished and furnished in a manner satisfactory 
to a committee consisting of the county commissioners 
and two members of the County Convention to be ap- 
pointed by the chairman of the Convention; and 
provided further that said town of Lebanon shall at 


all times carry $20,000.00 of insurance to protect said 
county in its investment as above stated, payable to 
said County of Grafton in case of loss by fire as its 
interest may appear; and provided further that said 
town of Lebanon pass a legal vote accepting said $20, 
000.00 for the purpose and upon the conditions herein 
mentioned.” 

The chairman appoined Harris of Orford and 
Davison of Haverhill to be the two members to serve 
on the committee with the County Commissioners as 
provided for in the above resolution. 

It was moved by Mr. Price of Lisbon and seconded 
by Mr. Hallett of Lisbon that Harris of Orford and 
Davison of Haverhill be authorized to, prepare and in- 
troduce a bill in the legislature to legalize the action 
taken under the above resolution with special re- 
ference to the clause “$4,000.00 for each year for five 
years.” The motion was unanimously adopted. 

After a general discussion of the six inch trout 
law it was moved by Price of Lisbon and seconded by 
Stanley of Lincoln that Davison of Haverhill be au- 
thorized to draw and introduce a biil in the legisla- 
ture favoring five inch trout for Grafton County. This 
motion was carried by the vote of twenty-two to one. 
Commissioner Brown explained the need of new filing 
cabinets at the Woodsville Court House for the clerk 
of the Superior Court and for the Probate officer and 
explained that a very satisfactory bid of $885.00 had 
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been made to provide this needed equipment. Upon 
motion of Mr. Price of Lisbon, seconded by Mr. Hallett 
of Lisbon, it was voted that the sum of $885.00 be 
raised and appropriated to procure the necessary filing 
cabinets as outlined above for the Woodsville Court 
House. The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Upon motion of Mr. Harris of Orford it was voted 
to adjourn, subject to the call of the chairman.
